The  Australian  Library  and  Information  Association  invites  you  to  a 
conference  on  Electronic  scholarly  communication:  The  library 
response,  to  be  held  in  Sydney  on  17  April  1993.  This  one  day 
conference  will  draw  on  the  international  speakers  from  the  event 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Employment,  Education  and 
Training  and  the  Australian  Academies  (Changes  in  scholarly 
communication:  Australia  and  the  electronic  libraiy)  to  be  held  in 
Canberra  in  April,  1993.
